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A PREVIEW OF 1992 


The chase for the 1992 championship should be one of the most even in years. 
With none of the teams standing out as clear favourites, another close finish 
looks guaranteed. Whilst there have been few changes in playing personnel, 
Clubs have rang the changes in the coaching positions in an effort to lift the title. 
Reigning champions, Spring Gully has forsaken it’s “roster system” of 1991 and 
appointed Michael Dempsey as senior coach, Dempsey has had considerable 
experience in top competition in New South Wales and will be looking to give 
Gully it’s third title in as many years. However, with the loss of star goalkeeper 
Ric Janssen, who played a major role in last years triumph, coupled with some of 
their key players being a little older and possibly a little slower, their chances 
could be severely diminished. 

Colts have gone for experience with the appointment of Barry Moore as Coach, 
they will be hoping he can guide them to their ninth championship success. 
Without any additions to his sqad and no new talent emerging, along with the 
loss of much maligned, but highly successful striker, Alfredo Longano, the 
“Silver Fox” has his problems and Colts could struggle to pose a major threat. 
Golden City has brought back Peter Hill as Coach and will be hoping that he can 
wave his magic wand and restore them to former glory after a disastrous 1991 
campaign. The return of midfielder Paul Cybula and a fully fit Steve Conlin will 
boost their chances. 

Eaglehawk, the popular choice as likely Champions, following their near miss 
last year, have surpisingly appointed Michael Kearin from Golden City as 
Player/ Coach. His experience and goalscoring ability will be a definite asset and 
with the younger players having had the experience of playing at the top level, a 
super confident Borough, could well justify it’s favouritism. 

Strathdale and Kyneton have been the perennial mid table teams, sometimes 
threatening but never quite getting there. Strathdale will be relying heavily on 
Player/ Coach, Michael Anderson to inspire the team and bring the stability and 
consistency needed to reverse this trend. Kyneton has no apparent strengthening 
of it’s squad and it will be an uphill struggle for Coach Steve Newton to improve 
their position, 1992 looks like being a repeat of previous years. 

The “dark horse” could be the White Hills/Y.M.C.A. combine. With a large 
influx of players from the U.C.N.V. they appear to have the depth that has been 
missing in previous years and could well surprise. However much will depend on 
the availability of the student players. 

Epsom will soldier on, but, unless new coach Paul Labour can produce some 
spectacular change of form, they look destined to struggle again. 

This forecast will surprise most people, but, come September the final placings 
could look something like this.

A REVIEW OF 1991 


Spring Gully created a club record when it won it’s second successive Division 1 
Championship and completed the double with victory in the Knock-out Cup. 
The team spirit and consistency, missing in previous years, plus the brilliance of 
goalkeeper Ric Janssen, enabled them to be worthy champions, withstanding 
strong challenges from runner-up Colts United and the young Eaglehawk team, 
which suffered from a lack of experience in the vital games. Once again 
Strathdale and Kyneton threatened and faded, whilst Golden City couldn’t 
compensate for the loss of it’s midfield and had it’s worst season for years. White 
Hills showed it’s class in spasms and was a gallant loser in the K.O, Cup Final, 
just being unable to match the strength of Spring Gully. Epsom and YMCA 
continued their annual struggle for the “Wooden Spoon” with YMCA 
eventually taking out the honour on goal difference. 

Eaglehawk claimed some glory when it won the 5-A-Side for the second year in 
succession. and also collected the Most Improved Team award. 

Golden City took out the Division 2 title from Colts United after a year long 
struggle, whilst an inspired Strathdale, surprised even themselves by outplaying 
Golden City in the Final to take out the K.O. Cup Final. Colts United ended it’s 
season on a high note with an unexpected win in the 5-A-Side. 

In the Youth Division Golden City dominated the competition with a clean 
sweep of the honours, in doing so they created a record for Bendigo Soccer by~ 
winning every game they played. Eaglehawk finished a distant runner-up in the 
League, whilst a gallant Spring Gully nearly upset City by taking them to extra 
time in the Final of the McGovern Cup. 

In the Womens Division, Eaglehawk won the League Cup, beating Colts United 
in the final and looked as if it would continue it’s dominance of the division, 
however Colts confounded all the critics and went on to win the championship, 
K.O., Cup and the 5-A-Side, relegating Eaglehawk to runners-up, The two teams 
created something of a record in the K.O. Cup Final with the match being 
decided on penalties some two and a half hours after it started. Not surprisingly 
Colts took out the Most Improved Team Award. 

On the Representative scene, following many hours of lobbying and persuasion 
by some dedicated people, a Bendigo Youth team was accepted in the V.S.F. 
Summer Youth League. Under coach Steve Butler, the team performed 
admirably considering it was playing against opposition from State League 
teams and only a mid season slump prevented them from reaching the play-off 
for the championship, finishing just two points behind the second placed team. 
The teams performances gained them many admirers from their opponents 
which augers well for the future of Bendigo soccer. 

The Bendigo Mens and Womens representative teams took out their respective 
Country Championships, confirming Bendigo’s position as the strongest League 
in Country Victoria, with both teams defeating old rivals Latrobe Valley in the 
finals. The Mens win was it’s third title in four years, whilst the Women won at 
it’s second attempt after finishing runner-up in 1990. The Junior Country 
Championships were held in Bendigo, with the Bendigo representative teams 
performing much better than in 1990. The Under 15 team played brilliantly to be 
champions of it’s age group, whilst the Under 16’s were a little unlucky to finish 
as runner-up in theirs. 

Of the individual awards the talents of Michael Anderson, captain coach of 
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Strathdale, were at last recognised when he was awarded the 3BO Medal as the 
Best and Fairest player in Division 1. 

The Best and Fairest in Division 2 went to Cohuna veteran Robbie Donaldson, 
with Matthew Umina of Golden City receiving the Youth Division award. 
Allysa Rich, the “pocket dynamo” of Golden City was rewarded for her efforts 
when she won the Best and Fairest in the Womens Division. 

The “John Webb Trophy” for the Young Player of the Year, was presented to 
Steve Graham of White Hills. This is the third time that Steve has received the 
Young Player award, which equals the record of Mick Hogan set in the 1970’s. 
Joanne Schepers of Eaglehawk, received the award as Young Player of the Year 
in the Womens Division. 

The award for the Best Player in the Mens Representative team was shared by 
Paul Cybula of Golden City and Steve Graham of White Hills. 

Michelle Bergmeier of Colts United was at last rewarded for her sterling 
performances, when she took out the award for the Best Player in the Womens 
Representative team. 

The Presidents Award for an outstanding contribution to Bendigo Soccer was 
presented to Loris and Bailey Browning. The time and effort spent by them as 
Manager and Trainer respectively, of the Bendigo representative teams has to be 
seen to be believed. 

The League took great pleasure in presenting Alan Lassey with a Life 
Membership of the B.A.S.L.Inc. Alans efforts for the betterment of Bendigo 
Soccer as Secretary and President of the League since 1983, speak for themselves 
and the recognition of this effort was long overdue.

LAW IV PLAYERS’ EQUIPMENT 

NEW TEXT 

1 (a) The basic compulsory equipment of a player shall consist of a jersey or 
shirt, shorts, stockings, shinguards and footwear, 

(b) A player shall not wear anything which is dangerous to another player. 

2. Shinguards, which must be covered entirely by the stockings, shall be 
made of a suitable material (rubber, plastic, polyurethene or similar 
substance) and shall afford a reasonable degree of protection. 


NOTE: 
Unless a player complies with this Law the player will NOT be allowed to take 
part in the match. 


INSTRUCTIONS 

‘Ass DRESS CODE 
SHINGUARDS must be worn. (Players who refuse to wear shin guards 
run risk of caution/ejection if they persist with this misconduct) 
SHINGUARDS must be worn under sox; 
SOX must be pulled up at all times. 
SHIRTS must be tucked into shorts. 
BICYCLE SHORTS must be of the same colour as the team shorts, or 
they must not protrude below the bottom of the shorts. 
(This does not apply to “Thermoskins” and similar therapeutic devices.) 


2 INJURED PLAYERS 
The referee should prevent a player who is bleeding profusely from tak- 
ing any further part in a match until he has been adequately treated and 
the bleeding has stopped. 


PROFESSIONAL FOULS 

The International F.A.Board furthermore issued the following mandatory instruction. 
If, in the opinion of the referee, a player who is moving towards his op- 
ponents’ goal with an obvious opportunity to score a goal is intentionally and 
physically impeded by unlawful means, i.e. an offence punishable by a free 
kick (or a penalty kick), thus denying the attacking player's team the 
aforesaid goal-scoring opportunity, the offending player shall be sent off the 
field of play for serious foul play in accordance with Law XIl (n). 

This means specifically that if a player is unlawfully and physically stopped or 

deliberately held back (by his jersey, shorts, or arm or by means of obstruction etc.) 

by the goalkeeper or another player from the opposing team while the player is ad- 

vancing straight for the goal with no obstacles in his way and with an obvious 

chance of scoring, the referee must no longer caution the offending player but send 

him off immediately. 


LAW XI OFF-SIDE 
NEXT TEXT 
‘1. A player is in an off-side position if he is nearer to his opponents goal-line 
than the ball, unless:- 
(a) he is in his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) he is not nearer to his opponents’ goal-line than at least two of 
his opponents. 


NEW TEXT 
3. A player shall not be declared off-side by the referee, 
(a) merely because of his being in an off-side position, or 
(b) if he receives the ball, direct from a goal-kick, a corner-kick or a throw-in.
